S^king to detarmina a '*reaaon- 
abla" attitude toward occupational 
dalarment for man raglstarad in 
courses deemed "nacaasary'* in 
training for national defense work, 
tha University has sat up tha fol- 
lowing procedure to be followed: 
Btndaat Infennation Btatamant 
Upon receipt of a Salactlva 8arv- 
lea questionnaire, a similar "Stu- 
dent Statement of Information" 
•hould be filled out In duplicate. A 
copy ahould be filed with tha head 
of tha department or college, to 
which an affidavit will be atuched. 
The latter must be obUlned from 
the draft board. 

The atudent etatement of infor- 
mation must Include: 

1. Full name and addreas.

6. Any other contracts or as- 
surances with respect to en- 
gaging in necessary employ- 
ment or activity on graduation. 

Student Deferment 
Students already in receipt of 
questionnaires, and temporarily de- 
ferred. are requested by officials to 
prepare In duplicate a "Student In- 
formation" blank, tending one copy 
to the draft 'board, and the other 
td University offlctals. 

The poUe^of the Unlverelty will 
be to recomrnftnd to the local board 
for its consideraion. occupational 
deferment for those students who 
art in training or preparation for 
occupations necessary to the na- 
tional defense.

for a four-month shore training 
course at the end of which they 
will attain an ensign rank and be 
shipped to sea. An ensign's pay is 
$125 per month clear over room, 
board, uniforms, laundry, etc. 

Most popular and toughest branch 
of the Navy Is the air service. The 
same requirements are necessary 
for this as for ensign training. 
Washington applicants spend their 
first month learning to fly at Ana- 
costia. If they pass this success- 
fully they are sent to either Pensa- 
cola or Jacksonville air bases for 
flight training. This course requires 
a good deal of signalling and navi- 
gation besides plenty of flying abil- 
ity— and there are "wash outs" for 
hopeful cadeta at every step. 

At best, however, for those not 
Interested In the military life these 
branches of the service are gambles. 
Maybe the emergency will last ten 
years and you will be stuck for the 
whole of it, while you might get 
out of the Army at the end of a 
year. Then, again, you may be 
turned down by these services be- 
cause of physical or other reasons. 

But don’t turn defeatist There 
are plenty of opportunities In the 
Army. 

Genera] Htrshey said last week 
that the Army will open Its ofllcer- 
candldate schools this summer In 
which men will take a six-month 
training course, and come up lor 
■econd-lieutenant's commissions. 

These courses are available' to 
men. drafted or enlisted, who have 
been In the Army for six months. 
A limited quota Is taken from the 
different branches of the Army, and 
applicants roust be recommended 
by their commanding officers. The 
S^ecUve Service Oilef said that 
at first they were authorized to 
train 10,000 such officers.

"However, we need 20J)00 and I 
expect the quotas to be increased 
before long." he added. 

The General said that these offi- 
cer-candidate acbools offered par- 
ticularly good opportunities for col- 
lege men.
